The chief points in Mr, Churchill’s

Libya.—The Mediterranean Battle 
Fleet, under Admiral Cunningham, on 
Monday at daybreak bombarded 
Tripoli Harbour for forty-two minutes, 
inflicting very heavy: damage both on 
the port all on the shipping in the 
harbour, the extent of which is not at 
present fully known. 

On the way there aircraft of the Fleet 
Air Arm intercepted five German troop- 
carrying ‘planes and shot down four of 
them in flames. I have not yet heard 
whether they were full or ney: 

The Fleet was not seriously molested 
and suffered no loss in ships. I do 
not think any statemeht on the subject 
of Libya would be appropriate at the 
present time, and, indeed, it may not 
be for a little while to come. 

Greece.—It is not unlikely that the 
Germans have occupied Samothrace, 
but I have not at the moment direct 
confirmation of that. As to scanty in- 
formation being given, I must frankly 
say that we have had the very greatest 
difficulty in obtaining full and accurate 
accounts of tle difficult and compli- 
cated movements of our armies in 
Greece. They have been of the most 
complicated character and carried out 
with extraordinary skill. I have asked 
that we shall have fuller reports, if pos- 
sible, without prejudice to the 
interests of those on the spot, in 
the future. 


MR. EDEN’S VISITS 
Mr. Churchill also said he would

_ Mr. Churchill—Many people thought 
in July last year that Spain would 
enter the war against us, and it is 
largely due to the brilliant discharge 
of his duties of our ‘Ambassador in 
Spain that our relations with that 
country have tended to improve, and 
not to deteriorate in this critical time. 

The state of our affairs in every part 
of the world, added the Premier, does 
not allow matters of this kind to be 
handled in a rough or reckless or 
debonair fashion. I do not wish to 
do anything which would give any 
excuse for a breach at the present 
time between us and the Spanish 
Government.

I have just completed a tour of the 
new shortened line, on which the 
British force has fallen back intact 
from the towns of Karditsa, Trikkala 
and Larissa, he writes. The holding 
of the advance Mount Olympus line 
and the subsequent withdrawal over 
the northern half of the Thessalian 
plain has been rich in Stoical feats by 
Australian, New Zealand and other 
Imperial arms. The Germans have 
good reason to report stubborn resist- 
ance by Imperial troops. The Germans 
have bought their progress at a sicken- 
ing sacrifice of human life. 

New Zealand troops, who first drew 
blood against the Germans in Greece, 
were recently defending positions 
along the eastern sector of the 
Olympian heights. The German 
attack from Katerini through Servia, 
at two of the most vulnerable points 
of the line, was launched by scouting 
motor cyclists, light tanks and motor- 
ised infantry in that order. Later the 
Germans advanced in overwhelming 
numbers. Reports by officers and men 
agree that the Germans were mowed 
down in swathes. In the region of 
Larissa it appeared that the Germans 
could have been held but for the fact 
that the defenders found a number 
of tanks advancing despite the blow- 
ing up of a tunnel and the narrow 
coast passage at Katerini, This forced 
certain Imperial units to find their 
way to the south over the shoulder of 
Mount Olympus. seeing gg the 
night they trudged over the heights, 
commandeering stray donkeys to carry 
their equipment. 


HEAVY AIR ATTACKS

The cross-examination of Mr. Eustace J. 
Shott, chartered accountant, 39 Dame street, 
Dublin, was continued, on the resumed hear- 
ing of the action of Messrs. Mery and Co., 
Lid., Lower O’Connell street, Dublin, against 
him, and Mr. Denis Guiney, draper, 79 
Talbot street, Dublin, asking the urt to 
set aside a contract for the sale of the 
company’s entire assets by Mr, Shott. as 
receiver, appointed by the Debenture holders, 


to Mr. Guiney, for £230,000. 

When the cross-examination of Mr. Shott 
had finished, Mr. John Sedgwick, F.C.A., 
vas called, ‘and his examination had not 
concluded when the Court adjourned until 
to-~lay. 

The company allege that the sale was at 
an undervalue, and had not been made in 
good faith, for the purpose of realising 
the security affected by the Debenture. 

These allegations the defence denies.

was paying cash down for everything. He 
knew that he had a buyer in Mr. Guiney, 
and he had been advising London to agree 
to the sale.

Thc 
fact that Clerys was there to be purchased 
must have been known to all persons 
interested.

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conversation I have had with a promi- 
nent officer of the governing body. His 
view—and he spoke as one highl 
placed in the councils of the his 
Coursing Club—is that, unless there is 
some relaxation of the Order as it 
applies to greyhounds, every greyhound 
in the country will come under the 
ban, and that it will be impossible for 
any kennel to maintain even one of its 
inmates. 

He admitted that the primary con- 
sideration of the time is the conserving 
of food for the people, particularly for 
the poorer sections of the community, 
and that if the worst comes the cours- 
ing men of the country will be among 
the first to stand by the Government in 
its determination to husband the food 
supplies in the country. 

ow to solve the problem is a matter 
that is causing much head-scratching 
among the members of the Irish Cours- 
ing Club. The courser with whom I 
discussed the outlook had one solution 
to offer—that, before the greyhound 
breeding industry is hit—an industry 
that brings over a quarter of a million 
ponnds into the country by way of the 
export of greyhounds from all four 
provinces—every “cur” dog that 
roams the streets and the countryside 
should be exterminated. Against that, 
owners of house dogs, for instance, 
will tell you that they are fed not on 
food fit for human consumption, but 
on the refuse of the kitchen and table, 
on scraps that, if they were not given 
to the dogs, would find their way into 
the dustbins or on to the rubbish 
heaps. 

Another solution of my friend is 
that the Government, in order to save 
the national sport of coursing, might 
leave it to the governing body to de- 
cide what greyhounds should be kept 
in the country and what should be 
“put down’’ as useless; that the 
“valuable” greyhounds, and the 
strains that has taken years of hard 
work and skill in breeding to build 
up, should be saved. 


Which are Useless? 


But in what way would it be pos- 
sible for any body of men, even 
coursing experts, to decide what grey- 
hounds are “valuable” and what are 
“useless? Does not every owner of 
a greyhound, even of those kept under 
the worst possible conditions in the 
cities and towns, regard his dog as 
““yaluable,” even though it may have 
been bred on anything but fashionaole 
lines? We see dozens of dogs paraded 
round the racing tracks and could 
not raise a flag at any sort of cours- 
ing meeting; but they are ‘‘ valuable”’ 
to their owners and those concerned in 
the racing business. 

Of course, if it 1s possible to make any 
concession to owners of dogs of any par- 
ticular breed (and the Order as it has been 
issued embraces every dog in the country, 
no matter how valuable it may be for sport- 
ing or show purposes) the people to decide 
what will have to go «own and what need

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' Spain's Dilemma 

In & war which has played havoc with 
all preconceived ideas of neutrality, the 
position of Spain is of unusual interest. 
Spain, like the United States, is officially 
a neutral country; but, just as the 
Americans are wholeheartedly on the side 
of Great Britain and her allies, the 
Spanish Government is avowedly on the 
side of the “Axis.” During the Spanish 
Civil War both Germany and Italy gave 
invaluable help to General Franco; and 
it would be too much to expect that he 
and his friends would forget the debt of 
gratitude that they owe to Herr Hitler 
and Signor Mussolini. On the other 
hand, as an American journalist remarked 
some time ago, even Spaniards must eat. 
The country was impoverished by the 
Civil War. Admittedly, General Franco 
did remarkable work with the means st 
his disposal ; but Spain depends for her 
food supplies very largely on sea-borne 
imports, and when the present war broke 
out the Spanish people were faced with a 
real danger of starvation. They could 
obtain supplies of wheat and other 
essential foodstuffs only through the good- 
will of the British, whose control of the 
seas enabled them to blockade the 
European continent ; and it is as a result 
of that yood-will that the Spaniards, 
although far from prosperous, are con- 
triving to keep body and soul together 
to-day. From the beginning of hostilities 
General Franco and his advisers have 
been torn between two loyalties. They 
have made no secret of their general 
ideological sympathy with the “Axis” 
Powers ; but they also have realised that 
their first duty towards the Spanish 
people is to feed them, For that un- 
romantic, but eminently sensible, reason, 


Spain has remained neutral during 
eighteen months of war. In the British 
House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 


Wedgwood, a Labour member, raised the 
question of the Spanish Loan- Guarantee, 
arguing that every penny that went by 
way of British credits to Spain would 


| find its way straight into German hands. 


Mr. Winston Churchill deprecated the 
discussion of this matter in Parliament, 
and mide a spirited defence of Sir Samuel 
Hoare, the British Ambassador to Spain, 
whose mission, in Mr. Wedgwood’s view, 
was proving to be “' little too expensive.’ 
In July of last year, according to the 
Prime Minister, there had been a general 
belief that Spain would enter the war on 
the side of the “ Axis’’ ; and the fact that 
Anglo-Spanish relations had improved, 
and not deteriorated, had been due in 
large measure to ‘‘the brilliant discharge 
of his duties’’ by Sir Samuel Hoare. In 
regard to the general question of credits 
for Spain, Mr. Churchill said that “we 
do not wish to do anything which would 
give an excuse for a breach at the present 
time between us and the Spanish Govern- 
ment.” 

The significance of Mr. Churchill’s 
statement is underlined by the rumours 
that have been circulated throughout 
Europe during the last few days. Spain 
is almost the last of Europe’s important 
neutrals. Switzerland at the moment has 
no strategic value to any of the 
belligerents. Sweden is tucked 
away in a corner of far-off Scandanavia, 
and at the far end of the continent, 
Turkey occupies a precarious position on 
the fringe of the war. Spain’s military 
position is analagous to that of Turkey. 
So long as the Turks maintain their 
neutrality, the Dardanelles will remain 
open, and the Germans will be unable 
to reach the Suez Canal from the East. 
So long as Spain keeps out of the war, 
Gibraltar will remain intact, and the 
British will continue to control the 
Western gateway to the Mediterranean. 
Manifestly, German and Italian strategy 
demands the expulsion of the British from 
Gibraltar. This stronghold can be reached 
only via the Iberian Peninsula, and 
several months ago an attempt was made 
to induce General Franco to throw in his 
Jot openly with the “Axis.” The Caudillo 
resisted this attempt, not only because he 
realised the dangers of a British blockade, 
but also because he was well aware of his 
people’s war-weariness; but now, it 
appears, another diplomatic offensive is 
being launched by Rome and Berlin. The 
Germans are making a determined effort 
to close the Suez Cana! to British 
shipping. If they can succeed, and also 
can gain possession of Gibraltar, Signor 
Mussolini’s dream of mare nostrum—for 
a time, at any rate—will come true. In 
order to reach Gibraltar, the Germans 
and Italians not only must obtain the 
collaboration of the Spanish Government ; 
they also must induce the French to give 
them free passage for their troops. 
Marshal Pétain already has declared 
publicly that he will do nothing to 
prejudice the position of France’s former 
allies; but it is understood vhat Admiral 
Darlan, his right-hand man, is about to 
meet Herr Otto Abetz, Herr Hitler’s 
Ambassador, in Paris, and that the 
Marquis de Brinon, who is strongly anti- 
British, may become Foreign Minister in 
the Marshal’s Government. Undoubtedly 
the Germans will do everything possible 
to enlist the help not only of France and 
Spain in the West, but also of Turkey 
in the East, so that they may be able to 
make simultaneous attacks on Suez and 
Gibraltar.

Irish sympathy with ‘distress seldom has 
manifested itself in a more striking or 
more practical fashion. The past has 
witnessed a tragic lack of harmony 
between Northern and Southern Ireland, 
and we do not suggest that discord will 
not continue. Nevertheless, the response 
to the appeals of the Irish Red Cross 


to the quick compassion which the bomb- 
ing of Belfast has excited in every 
Southern heart, reveals that an unbreak- 
able bond unites our sundered States. The 
news of a severe air raid upon any city, 
in any country, is bound to inspire sorrow 
among sensitive people in these twenty- 
six counties, but it cannot inspire the 
same depth and the same sincerity of 
grief that is inspired when a city of our 
own land, inhabited by people of our own 
race, becomes the victim. Mere sympathy, 
however, is not enough; it mv be 
““canalised”” to useful purpose. The 
extent of the physical damage to Belfast 
has not been disclosed, though the awful 
death-roll was announced to the Northern 
House of Commons yesterday, but it is 
| certain that hundreds of families have 
been rendered homeless, while others have 
lost their bread-winners,. and others 
again, by the destruction of factories, have 
lost their means of livelihood. To these 
families help must be extended. Sanctuary 
must be offered to all the women and 
children who have sought it in this 
neutral territory—women and children 
who have thrown themselves upon the 
hospitality of Eire. because they cannot 
face the prospect of another night of 
terror. Such hospitality and help will 
require money, It is a hard thing to ask 
for money in these days, when every 


citizen must face increasingly severe 
demands upon his purse; yet, by a 
strange—though, perhaps, not inex- 


plicable—paradox, it is in such times 
that the hand of charity is most willing 
to give. That is the lesson of the sub- 
scription lists which appear in these pages. 
They wre not designed as an assurance 
against harm; they are not loans, and 
will not be repaid, except in gratitude. 
Large and small alike, these contributions 
are the gift of pure benevolence, kindness, 
human sympathy and national fellow- 
feeling. 


Music in War 


Hell is fuil of musical amateurs, says 
Mr. Shaw; remembering various 
‘* girls-next-door,’’ singers, violinists, 
pianists of sorts, almost everybody on 
occasions must have felt in entire agree- 
ment with him. Yet every caterpillar, 
given the opportunity, will become 
eventually a butterfly of some kind or 
other, and every infant musician, unless 
entirely noteless, timeless and tuneless, 
will become in time a passingly fair player. 
The Paderewskis and the Kreislers cer- 
tainly are born with greater gifts than 
the average, but the great majority of us 
are blessed, in childhood at any rate, with 
some small buds of musical taste and 
appreciation in our make-up that can be 
developed in time into quite respectable 
flowers. Ireland is not famous as a 
musical country, but nobody can visit an 
Irish Feis and not be impressed by at 
least dozens of promising young players. 
None of them probably possesses that 
streak of genius which would bring them 
to the international concert platform, but, 
with very small talent to begin with, 
hundreds of them have become competent 
musicians. This is the great service 
which the annual festivals do for music. 
They create ambition and they act as 4 
spur to flagging spirits. They set up a 
distant goal and they dangle a carrot in 
front of the stumbling donkey’s nose until 
eventually he runs towards it with some- 
thing of the grace and agility of a race- 
horse. Music, it can be said with much 
truth, has been kept alive in recent years 
by the existence of the annual festivals, 
and it is cheerful news that in England 
this spring, even in the midst of the most 
terrible war in history, many of the 
festivals are being held as usual. The 
Irish feiseanna, too, despite many 
obstacles, are attracting as many com- 
petitors as ever. At Sligo Feis Ceoil last 
week—and the petrol shortage seemed 
likely to have dire effects—there was an 
even larger entry than for some years past. 
Sir Hugh Roberton in one of his adjudi- 
cations said that to be singing and 
making music in times like these might 
be compared by some people to Nero’s 
fiddling while Rome burned, but if music 
and the ease which it brings to troubled 
minds ever was necessary in the world it 
is necessary now. It is easy and tempting 
to call down damnation on the scraping 
young violinist or the clumsy-fingered 
young pianist across the street. Music, 
indeed, can swell the soul to rage; but it 
is also 

ae Pore the cordial of a troubled breast, 

The softest remedy that grief can find; 

The gentle spell that charms our care 
to rest 

And calms the ruffled spirits of the 
mind,”

M®- CHURCHILL’S reply to the sug- 

gestion that he should make « state- 
ment on the general war situation was In 
accordance with expectations, since he 
had made it perfectly clear that any 
review of the war must be given at the 
most appropriate time, and the present 
moment is not the time for a compre- 
hensive review. Tl.e House of Commons 
and the whole of the Empire desire to have 
full knowledge of the war position, but at 
the same time there is no disposition to 
add to the responsibilities of the Prime 
Minister by pressure upon him to make 
any review at a time when he quite clearly 
considers it inexpedient to do so. The 
information he was able to impart was 
regarded as all that could be said at the 
moment, and there is confidence that as 
soon as the opportune moment arrives a 
full and detailed survey of the war 
position will be given. 


Square Gone 


One ot the most famous Squares in 
London, comprising a number of the most 
stately houses in the metropd¥s, has been 
destroyed, and the loss is one that will 
appeal to everybody. The scene attendant 
on the burning was one that will never be 
forgotten by those who saw it. The fine 
old houses burning fiercely seemed to 
retain their dignity to the end, and 
appeared to stand up to their fate with 
calmness and composure. The London 
area has suffered badly in the air raids, 
but this loss of refinement and dignity 1s 
one that is pitiful. 


St. Paul's 


The safety of St. Paul’s Cathedral is 
causing some concern to the Dean and 
Chapter, inasmuch as the attacks it has 
sustained may be responsible for damage 
as yet unknown. It will be remembered 
that a number of years ago there were 
misgivings regarding the foundations, as 
the building is on London clay, and at 
that time steps were taken to strengthen 
the structure, and the piers were 
practically rebuilt. The recent attacks 
may have weakened the work done. the 
last being so heavy that scarcely a window 
remains intact, all the beautiful stained 
glass having disappeared with much of 
the statuary. The building will be sur- 
veyed as soon as possible, and in the 
meanwhile Services are being held in the 


crypt of the building. which has suffered 
but little.

STARTING SCHOOL FARMS 


—— 


School Farms 


A number of schools in one of the 
English agricultural counties have started 
farms under the direction of the County 
Education Committee, and their main- 
tenance is to form part of the school 
curriculum, experts advising the children 
on the care of the live-stock. Each farm 
will be run by the children as a properly 
conducted business. with a committee, 
chairman, secretary and treasurer. Tie 
children will do all the ‘work, including 
carpentry, the keeping of accounts, an‘ 
preserving, packing and grading of the 
produce. Theoretical, as well as practical, 
training will be given, while fair dis- 
tribution of the produce from the farms 
will be carried out on an area basis 
system. First training will be given on 
well-established farms so that the children 
may experience the benefit of watching 
experts. 


Cheese Ration 


Provision merchants in Britain welcore 
the decision of the Ministry of Food that 
when the cheese rationing scheme comes 
into operation on May 5th consumers may 
purchase four weeks’ supply at one time, 
since this will obviate the necessity for 
weighing a single ounce, which is tha 
weekly ration. ~This also removes tha 
difficulty as to the price to be paid. as ‘t 
is easier to calculate the cost of four 
ounces than the charge to be made for one 
ounce at one shilling and a penny per 
pound. : 


Gold Medal 


The Royal National Lifeboat Institution 
has awarded its gold medal, which is 
given only for conspicuous gallantry, to 
Coxswain John Boyle, of Aranmore. on 
the west coast of Ireland ; its silver medal 
to Teague Wards, the motor mechanic : its 
bronze medal to each of the other six 
members of the crew, and money awards 
of £8 15s. 6d. to each man for the rescue 
of eighteen lives from a steamer which 
had struck on a reef. The rescue was 
carried out in a hurricane with fierce gusts 
of snow and sleet, and both lifeboat and 
wreck were exposed to the full force of 
the Atlantic breakers. The actual rescue 
took four hours, and each of the eighteen 
men was upwards of five minutes in the 
breeches buoy, being hauled through the 
breaking seas from the wreck to the life- 
boat. The lifeboat was out altogether for 
sixteen hours, and her crew were :o 
exhausted when they got back that they, 
had to be helped out of the lifeboat. 
Ninety-six medals have been awarded hr 
the institution for gallantry since the war 
began, but this is only the second gold 
medal, and it is the first to be won by an 


Irish lifeboatman since 1936. 
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IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Gentlemen yv. Players 


My friend, Lir O'Connor, writes:— 

The custom of pelting play-actors with 
animal, vegetable, and even mineral, 
matter is almost dead. 

Doubiless certain practical critics of the 
older school will deplore its passing on the 
grounds that a well-timed egg is the only 
cure for a ham actor, but, at all events, 
the plavers themselves must welcome their 
present-day immunity from physical 
violence. There was a time when, in 
order to be a successful actor, apart from 
being able to fret and fume convincingly 
about the stage, one had to possess the 
lissom qualities of the trained acrobat so 
as to be able to duck and dodge the bric- 
a-brac and old footwear that showered 
down from the gallery. 

Actors were known to have been blinded 
by missiles fiung at them by the wits of 
the pit, while fractured thighs were quite 
common among the elders of the pro- 
fession caused by slipping on the garbage 
that littered the stage. 


High Spirits 


There has been very little of this sort 
of waggishness in the Dublin theatres of 
recent years. The Abbey and Gate 
companies have been playing so long to 
audiences as docile as children that one 
sometimes wondered how they would stand 
up to a bit of barracking, or if they still 
remembered how to handle the old- 
fashioned theatre-thug or lobby-louse.

260,000 persons in Dublin and 
Laoghaire had been registered for 
evacuation, the response from the 
people in ’ the reception areas repre- 
sented “rá Ss ar houses to which 
they could be sent. In regard to these 
40, favourable replies, no test had 
been ened as to "t e accommodation 
available, and it might be that they 
included cases of ten people living in 
two rooms being willing to take in 
two evacuees. 

The response from all reception 
areas, Mr. Norton revealed, had been 
bad. It had been better in Leitrim, 
but there the response had been 
prompted not so much from humani- 
tarian or patriotic motives but from 
economics—the evacuee would be 
accepted largely because he represented 
a source of income. 

The only sensible solution was to 
insist on the provision of compulsory 
accommodation for the evacuees. The 
people must be accommodated, whether 
those in the reception areas liked it or 
not. They wanted to make sure that 
there was not in Dublin a holocaust 
such as they had in Belfast. 


THE CENSORSHIP 


Mr. Norton also referred to censor- 
ship. He said that, so far as internal 
policy was concerned, there should be 
wide. and full discussion, and censor- 
ship should not be used to shield the 


while 


Government from _ criticism. Mr. 
Dillon’s censorship motion in the Dail 
was another thing, his object 


apparently having been to try to give 
certain newspaper organs in this 
country permission to print propag-¢ida 
highly favourable to ons. 7 or 
another. That conference had taken 
the view that neutrality was the only 
ways for this country. Deputy Dillon 
ad clearly indicated that he was tired 
of being neutral; but he was not en- 
titled to use the Dail to try to brin 

the Irish people around to a point of 
view inimicable to their interest, and 
bring upon them the destruction 
brought to many small freedom-loving 
countries in Europe. 

He (Mr. Norton) was in favour of 
censorship in respect of international 
news, and he wanted to try to ensure 
that their newspapers presented the 
news in a way that reflected the 
country’s neutrality. 


DEFENCE CONFERENCE 


Mr. Gilbert Lynch, Dublin, gaid 
that there was a danger that Defence 
Conference might be eventually used 
as a smoke screen to cover up defici- 
encies on the part of the Government. 

Mr. Frank Robbins, said that he be- 
lieved that the Censorship was being 
used to delete from the Press genuine 
criticism of the Government. 

Senator Campbell said that the 
people were not concerned much about 
censorship if it would keep them out 
of the war. 

Mr. Norton having reiterated his 
statement that there was no political 
truce as far as Labour was concerned, 
the resolution, which was brought for- 
ward by the Waterford Branch, was 
withdrawn. 


**STARVATION IN 
DUBLIN ”’ 


Miss Louie Bennett, Irish Women 
Workers’ Union, during a discussion 
on resolutions dealing with rationing 
and control of prices, declared that to- 
day in Dublin little children going to 
school had to carry a white slip of 
RE in their hands to show that they 

ad not got any breakfast. 

‘‘T am informed,’’ said Miss Ben- 
nett, that in July we shall have no 
flour; it is certain that there will be 
a shortage of bread during the entire 
winter. There is starvation in Dublin 
now. Women are slowly dying from 
anemia, and many men are sufferin 
from the same cause. ‘That is wel 
known to the medical profession. 

“The conduct of the Government over 
the matter of supplies has been abso- 
lutely scandalous, and one of the most 
cruel things had been the treatment 
of the unemnloyed.’ 

Senator Campbell said that he had 
on the previous morning visited a 
prisoner in Mountjoy Prison, and his 
visit had synchronised with the putting 
into operation of the new scale of diet. 
The contrast between the treatment 
meted out to prisoners and that given 
to the poor outside struck him very 
forcibly.
